ADDITIONAL SUPERVISED RELEASE TERMS 

The defendant shall serve a period of 5 months in home detention under the electronic monitoring program with work 
release privileges. The defendant shall abide by all the conditions governing participation in the electronic monitoring 
program. Costs of the electronic monitoring program shall be waived.
